The 126»natlon assembly re* 


jected the proposal by a vote 
of 56 to 48 with 21 abstentions, 
The vote last year was 58 to 44 
and 23 abstentions. The outcome 
this year was never in doubt. 


Although decisively defeated, 


Peking picked up four nations 
who swung from the abstention 
column to the yes column: Lib- 
ya, Mauritius. Ghana and Nige* 
% 
4Two other nations switched 
fr^m no last year to absten- 
tidns! Italy and Belgium. Both 
are negotiating to establish dip- 
lomatic relations with Peking, 


•The closest vote was in 1965 


when the result was 47 to 47 
with 20 abstentions. However, 
this was a defeat because the 
assembly has voted every year 
that the question of China's 
representation is a substantive 
issue requiring a two-thirds ma- 
j6rity for assembly action rath- 
er than a procedural Issue re- 
quiring only a simple majority. 


This year, the U.S.-backed " 


resolution for the two-thirds rule 
received 71 votes In favor, 48 
against and 4 abstentions. 


Seventeen Communist or non- 


aligned nations sponsored the 
resolution to seat Peking. The 
Soviet Union was not a sponsor 
and for the first time did not 
even speak on behalf of Red 
China. India, a onetime sup- 
porter, also kept silent. 


Since 
Moscow became em- 


broiled in its bitter power strug- 
gle with Peking, Soviet support 
has been growing more perfunc- 
tory each year.

Malfunction 
May Delay 
Moon Shot

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— An apparent failure in a hy- 
drogen tank on Apollo 12 was 
discovered 
today and threat- 


ened to delay Friday's launch- 
ing of the moonbound space- 
craft. 


The problem was a failure in 


a vacuum holding area in one of 
the two spacecraft liquid hydro- 
gen tanks. It was noticed while 
crews were loading the hydro- 
gen this morning. 


"Project officials are investi- 


gating to determine the extent 
of the difficulty and possible ef- 
fect on Apollo 12 launch opera- 
tion," the space agency said. 


Liquid oxygen and liquid hy- 


drogen are 
used to provide 


gases for operation of the space- 
craft fuel.cells, which produce 
electricity. The two tanks, loca,t- 
ed in the service module, each' 
are loaded with about 28 pounds 
of liquid hydrogen. 


Crews 
immediately 
began 


draining off the hydrogen and 
prepared for experts to examine 
the tanks. 


The space agency statement 


said there was "an apparent 
failure in vacuum holding char- 
acteristics," indicating a possi- 
ble leak in the system. 


Leaks and other problems 


have cropped up in prelaunch 
preparations on earlier Apollo 
flights and were corrected in 
time to meet the launch time.

black coalition were accepted. 


"I'm needed here in Memphis 


and I will stay here," Aber- 
nathy said. "I cast my lot with 
the suffering people of God." 


Abernathy 
led 
the 
march 


which ended in tear gas and 
rock throwing Monday night and 
marched again Tuesday. How- 
ever, late Tuesday night he 
flew back to Atlanta. 


The Tennessee branch of the 


National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People 
Tuesday night sent a telegram 
to Gov. Buford Ellington asking 
his intervention in the Memphis 
strife. The NAACP said the city 
and the officials of Saint Josephs 
Hospital have made ample oppor- 
tunity to meet the "legitimate 
demands of the coalition."

— Fire ravaged the top floor of 
the three-story journalism build- 
ing on the University of Arkan- 
sas 
campus 
Tuesday 
night. 


Lower floors also suffered some 
damage. 


The alarm 
was 
turned in 


about 6:30 p.m. by a janitor 
who said he saw the fire in the 
office of the student newspaper', 
the Arkansas Traveler, after a 
student told aim there was a 
blaze. 


The Traveler and the Razor- 


back yearbook offices were on 
the third floor of the building, 
named Hill Hall after Confed- 
erate Army Gen. Daniel H. 
Hill. 


No one was reported injured, 


although part of a cornice fell 
on some firemen handling a 
hose on a third-story fire es- 
cape. 


About 5,000 students crowded 


up to watch the blaze, shouted 
a university football cheer, and 
also sheered occasionally when 
debris rained on firemen or 
when pieces of the building fell. 


The brick building is situated 


only 15 to 20 yards from the 
new $3 million library. Firemt'i 
stood on the library roof and 
trained hoses on the burning 
journalism building. 


Because of the thickness of 


the crowd, firemen abandoned 
efforts to got a snorkel truck 
close enough to fight the fire. 
They used three engine pumper 
trucks. 


The building was coastruoted 


in 1901 as u men's dormitory, 
later was turned over to aca- 
demic functions, then again was 
used as a dormitory. It was 
turned over to the Journalism 
Department in 1901. 


Damage to the lower floors 


included slight fire damage in 
some offices of tho secoul floor, 
Heat, wuter and .smoke ware 
the primary causes of damage 
below the third floor.

of winter hardiness, Stands of 
the common variety are usually 
injured to some extent by win- 
ter conditions in all areas of the 
state. Severe injuries occure 
more frequently in the northern 
part of the state than in the sou- 
thern areas. 


Better winter hardiness will 


add to the beneficial character- 
istics of this legume which has 
the potential of producing good 
yields of herbage and "seed, as 
well as being a superior,nitro- 
gen fixer in the soils where it 
is best adapted.

Vaccination 
for Smallpox 
Questioned

PHILADELPHIA 
. (AP) 
- 


Two researchers from the Na- 
tional Communicable Disease 
Center recommended today that 
routine childhood smallpox vac- 
cination be discontinued. 


The benefits, they declared, 


no longer outweigh the risks. 


The 
recommendation came 


from Dr. J. Michael Lane, chief 
of the domestic branch of the 
center's smallpox eradication 
program, and Dr. J. D. Millar, 
director of the program, In a re- 
port to a meeting of the Ameri- 
can Public Health Association. 


The recommendation does not 


represent the official viewpoint 
of the Communicable Disease 
Center. The center, in Atlanta, 
Ga., is part of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 


A similar report from Drs. 


Lane and Millar is to appear in 
the Nov. 27 issue of the New 
England Journal of Medicine, 
along with rebuttal from Dr. 
Samuel L. Katz, chairman of 
the pediatrics 
department at 


Duke University, and Dr. Saul 
J. Krugman, New York Univer- 
sity pediatrician. 


Dr. Katz was quoted in the 


latest issue of Medical World 
News, a weekly journal for phy- 
sicians, as saying he feels that 
reactions to smallpox vaccine, 
which cause 
seven to eight 


deaths a year, are no justifica- 
tion for stopping mass vaccina- 
tion. 


Drs. Lane and Millar argued 


that the United States can ex- 
pect a minimum of 210 deaths 
from vaccination reactions in 
the next 30 years. 


They said eliminating the vac- 


cination of children, while con- 
tinuing it for such high risk 
groups as health workers, trav- 
elers 
and military recruits, 


would reduce the figure to about 
60 deaths. 


Drs. Lane and Millar said 


"vigilant surveillance" and rap- 


• id control of any outbreaks are 
the keys to keeping a nation 
free of smallpox.

onstration leader, Ron Young.

viewpoint, telling a Milwaukee 
audience that "the foreign poli- 
cy of this government cannot 
and will not be formulated In 
the streets of Washington— nr in 
any other street of this nation."

Bright Future Possible 
For Heart Attack Victim 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


For t h o s e who, with or 


without trying to prevent it, 
suffer a heart attack, what 
does the future hold? 


It can be reasonably bright 


but, because so m a n y of 
them have heard so much 
about the seriousness of the 
disease, they are often prey 
to a depression that can in- 
terfere with their recovery. 
After a h e a r t attack the 
victim is likely to attribute 
every pain in his chest, neck 
or ar;ms to a recurrence, un- 
mindful of the fact that such 
pains 
may h a v e 
other 


causes, s u c h as anxiety, 
arthritis, gall bladder dis- 
ease or hiatus hernia. 


Actually, with proper care 


most persons who have had 
a heart attack can live out 
their normal life span. In 
fact, the attack often acts as 
a timely warning which, if 
heeded, will prolong one's 
life. 
The question whether 


one can return to his usual 
work a f t e r the attack is 
often raised. 
It has now 


been s h o w n that in most 
cases those who do so live 
longer after the attack than 
those who don't. 


Other factors in preserving 


life after a heart attack in- 
clude appropriate treatment 
of any other disease that 
may be present; mainten- 
ance of the normal weight 
for your height; restricting 
your intake of salt, sugar 
and foods high in cholesterol; 
refraining f r o m smoking; 
a v o i d a n c e of emotional 
stress; 
getting 
moderate 


physical exercise daily and 
getting a good night's sleep 
supplemented 
by 
one 
or 


more short naps during the 
day. 


(J—What steps must I take 


now to donate my eyes to an 
eye bank?

As for the play, we feel 


that six no-trump is such a 
good contract that no risk 
should be taken and, once 
the jack of diamonds drops, 
seven can be made without 
any risk.

queen; then run off the rest 
of the diamonds and the ace 
and king of clubs.

"He was one of the old breed- 


...not one of the Honda-types 
you have today," says Scriver, 
a 55-year-old goateed artist. 
"He typifies all that's good 
about the Am- rican cowboy and 
the Old West-the West of the 
Indian, the longhorn herds." 


Scriver was commissioned by 


the Rodeo Cowboys Association 


in Denver to depict Linderman 
as he was, a hard-riding, blunt 
spoken person. 


"The statue is Bill Linderman 


all right,but it's also the likeness 
of a luuquu man," said Scriver, 
who lives in the small north-cen-
